HISTORY 


North  Carolina  Central  University,  a  state-supported  liberal  arts  institution,  was  chartered 
in  1909  as  a  private  school  and  opened  to  students  on  July  10,  1910.  Founded  by  James  E.  Shepard, 
as  the  National  Religious  Training  School  and  Chautauqua,  its  purpose  has  been  the  development  of 
character  and  sound  academic  training  of  young  men  and  women.  Private  donations  and  student  fees 
constituted  the  total  financial  support  of  the  school,  and  the  heavy  burden  of  collecting  funds  rested  on 
the  president  and  founder,  Dr.  James  E.  Shepard. 

In  1923  the  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  appropriated  funds  for  the  purchase  and 
maintenance  of  the  school,  and  it  became  a  public-supported  institution,  the  Durham  State  Normal 
School.  Two  years  later,  the  state  legislature  renamed  the  school.  North  Carolina  College  for  Negroes, 
dedicating  it  as  the  nation's  first  public  liberal  arts  institution  for  African  Americans.   Several  graduate 


and  professional  programs  were  established  during  the  1940s  before  the  name  was  again  changed  in 
1947  to  North  Carolina  College  at  Durham.  The  school's  name  was  changed  to  North  Carolina  Central 
University  in  1969,  and  the  institution  became  a  part  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina  system 
in  1972. 

On  July  31,  1992,  Attorney  Julius  L.  Chambers  was  appointed  Chancellor  of  North 
Carolina  Central  University  by  the  Board  of  Governors.  He  assumed  the  office  on  January  1,  1993. 
Chancellor  Chambers  was  formerly  Director-Counsel  of  the  NAACP  Legal  Defense  and  Education 
Fund,  Inc.

Many  of  you  visited  me  at  my  home  during  the  past  four  years  for  our  book  club  meetings.  Together  we 
examined  critical  issues  raised  by  those  books,  expressed  our  opinions  freely  and  endeavored  to  go  beyond  the 

Because  your 
teachers  joined  us,  we  were  part  of  a 'significant 
intergenerational  endeavor.

Nearly  9,000  people  packed  O'Kelly-Riddick  Stadiui 
Saturday,  May  10,  to  see  almost  750  NCCU  students  graduate  and  to' 
hear  an  appeal  for  community  service  in  a  commencement  address  by 
Thurgood  Marshall,  Jr.,  son  of  the  late  Supreme  Court  justice. 

The  Class  of  1997  saw  the  first  commencement  in  which 
degrees  were  awarded  by  the  five  individual  schools  in  separate 
ceremonies  conducted  after  the  general  convocation.  It  was  also  a 
special  class  for  Julius  Chambers,  who  noted  that  this  class  began  its 
studies  the  same  year  he  became  chancellor  at  NCCU.  "I  now  will 
follow  each  of  you  as  you  go  forth  tomorrow  and  make  your 
contributions,"  he  said  during  his  address  to  the  graduates. 

Marshall,  who  is  an  assistant  to  President  Clinton  and 
Cabinet  Secretary,  replaced  U.S.  Transportation  Secretary  Rodney  Slater 
as  commencement  speaker,  when  Slater  was  suddenly  called  to  join 
Clinton  on  a  trip  to  South  America.  A  longtime  family  friend  of 
Chambers,  Marshall's  father  hired  Chambers  soon  after  graduation  from 
Jaw  school  to  work  for  the  NAACP  Legal  Defense  and  Education  Fund.

^      With  the  University's  former  chancellor 
serving  as  President  of  the  United  States  Olympic 
Committee,  North  Carolina  Central  University  shared  ' 
in  the  excitement  of  the  1996  Summer  Olympic 
Games  in  Atlanta.  As  the  head  of  the  host  country's 
Olympic  organization,  Dr.  Walker  w^as  deeply  involved 
in  all  preparations  for  the  games,  including  oversight  .| 
of  preparation  of  the  stadium  and  other  venues,  i 
promotion  of  ticket  sales,  and  fund  raising.  Dr. 
Walker  was  the  first  NCCU  coach  to  send  an  athlete    , 
to  the  Olympics.  Hurdler  Lee  Calhoun,  recently 
deceased,  won  110-meter  gold  medals  in  Melbourne 
in  1956  and  in  Rome  in  1950.  "*! 

On  Sunday,  June  28,  Dr.  Walker  formally 
brought  the  Olympic  torch  to  Durham  and  to  NCCU. 
The  last  of  the  former  Olympians  bearing  the  torch 
from  Raleigh  to  Durham  passed  the  flame  to  Dr. 
Walker  at  a  stand  erected  near  the  LeRoy  T.  Walker 
Physical  Education  and  Recreation  Complex  at 
NCCU.  Dr.  Walker  lit  a  flaming  cauldron  after  local 
dignitaries  welcomed  the  torch. 

At  the  games.  Dr.  Walker  reached  the  high 
point  of  his  term  as  he  led  the  United  States 
delegation  into  the  opening  ceremonies.  He 
remained  in  office  for  several  months  afterward  to  tie 
up  loose  ends,  as  do  all  Olympic  Committee 
presidents. 

Many  NCCU  students,  faculty  members,  staff 
members,  and  alumni  were  pleasantly  startled  to 
learn  that  the  winner  of  one  of  the  wrestling  gold 
medals  had  been  a  student  at  NCCU  during  the 
previous  year.  Kendall  Cross  of  Raleigh,  who  won  the 
medal  in  the  125  1/2  pound  class,  had  taken 
business  courses  to  accumulate  credits  toward  his 
bachelor's  degree  from  an  Oklahoma  university

MUSEUM 


The  North  Carolina  Central  University  Art 
Museum  is  an  integral  component  of  university  life. 
The  twenty-fifth  birthday  will  be  celebrated  by  the 
NCCU  Art  Museum  this  year.  Established  in  the  old 
cafeteria  in  1972,  the  current  building  was  ready  for 
occupancy  and  was  dedicated  in  1977.  Designed  to 
bring  students  into  close  contact  with  works  of  art, 
the  museum  exists  primarily  as  a  teaching  institution. 
The  primary  objective  of  the  Museum  is  to  provide 
cultural  and  social  enrichment  for  the  university  and 
the  greater  community,  through  the  presentation  and 
exhibition  of  visual  art  and 
related  educational  programs. 
With  small  collections  of 
Oceanic  and  African  art,  the 
Museum  concentrates  mainly 
on  collecting,  preserving  and 
exhibiting  works  of  African 
American  cultural  importance. 

Works  from  the 
collection  are  permanently 
displayed  in  the  Carol  Belk 
Gallery.  The  collection 
contains  works  by  three  major 
nineteenth-century  African 
American  artists.  Robert  Scott 
Duncanson's  oil.  Cottage  at 
Pass  Opposite,  Ben  Lomond, 
Edward  Mitchell  Bannister's  drawing,  Landscape 
With  Cows,  and  Henry  0.  Tanner's  oil,  Popiars,  are 
the  best  known  works.  Harlem  Renaissance  artists 
represented  in  the  Museum  include  Richmond 
Barthe,  Romare  Bearden,  Aaron  Douglass,  William 


H.  Johnson  and  Jacob  Lawrence,  among  others. 
Contemporary  artists  Al  Loving,  Richard  Hunt,  Juan 
Logan,  Sam  Gilliam  and  Barkley  Hendricks  are  also 
represented. 

A  schedule  of  temporary  exhibitions  coincides 
with  the  University's  academic  calendar.  Recent 
exhibitions  have  focused  on  a  nineteenth  century 
artist  represented  in  the  permanent  collection: 
Edward  Mitchell  Bannister.  Future  exhibitions  will 
include  Reclaiming  Our  Past  IHonoring  Our 
Ancestors:  New  Yorl<'s  IStti  Century  Burial  Ground 


and  The  Memorial  Competition,  to  Effective  Sight: 
The  Paintings  of  Juan  Logan,  and  The  Middle 
Passage  by  Tom  Feelings.  Lectures,  gallery  talks, 
tours,  and  occasional  demonstrations  are  scheduled 

to  complement  the  small  temporary  exhibitions.

When  James  E.  Shepard  founded  North 
Carolina  Central  University  in  1910,  his  mission  for 
the  University  was  to  "develop  in  young  men  and 
women  the  character  and  sound  academic  training 
requisite  for  real  service  to  the  nation."  Chancellor 
Julius  L.  Chambers'  interpretation  of  that  vision 
incorporates  organized  community  service  learning. 
Similarly,  the  Mission  Statement  adopted  by  the 
NCCU  Board  of  Trustees  in  1994  says,  "The 
University  recognizes...  the  mutually  reinforcing 
impact  of  scholarship  and  service  on  effective 
teaching  and  learning.  North  Carolina  Central 
University,  therefore,  encourages  and  expects  faculty 
and  students  to  engage  in  scholarly,  creative,  and 
service  activities  which  benefit  the  global 
community." 

Freshmen  and  sophomores  enrolled  at  North 
Carolina  Central  University  during  1996-97  were 
admitted  subject  to  the  Community  Service 
Graduation  Policy,  which  became  effective  in  1995. 
That  policy  states  that  first-time  enrolled  students  are 
expected  to  complete  a  minimum  of  120  hours  of 
service  as  a  condition  of  graduation. 
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MANPOWEI 
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Student  service  activities  during  the  1995-97 
year  included  tutoring  and  mentoring,  assisting  the 
elderly,  providing  economic  and  educational  support 
through  businesses  and  schools,  and  building  homes 
through  Habitat  for  Humanity.  For  students  v\/ho 
could  not  work  off  campus,  service  projects  were 
made  available  to  them  on  campus. 

Many  service  projects  have  been  launched  by 
student  organizations,  which  during  the  past  two 
years  have  worked  with  targeted  agencies  to  provide 
services  to  persons  with  health-related  problems. 
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The  Community  Service  Program,  (continued) 


students  have  worked  to  increase  public  awareness  of 
the  problems  of  the  community's  homeless  persons, 
and  have  worked  with  the  Durham  County  Department 
of  Social  Services  to  help  families  meet  their  minimum 
needs,  at  least,  for  sustenance  and  social 
development. 

Juniors  and  seniors,  who  were  not  subject  to 
the  Community  Service  Graduation  Policy,  were 
nevertheless  active  in  community  service.  Twenty-four 
of  the  ninety-two  students  who  had  been  active  in 
Community  Service  since  their  freshman  year,  and 


whose  academic  averages  were  at  least  2.8,  became 
Community  Service  Ambassadors.  Ambassadors 
helped  place  and  evaluate  student  volunteers, 
delivered  information  about  Community  Service 
opportunities  to  individual  departments  and  schools, 
and  performed  administrative  and  training  functions. 
A  Community  Service  Essay  Program 
recognized  students  for  their  writing  advocating  and 
supporting  community  service  activities.

BUILDING  FOR  THE  FUTURE 


Three  major  construction  projects  were 
launched  by  North  Carolina  Central  University  during 
the  1996-97  year. 

Ground  was  broken  for  the  new 
Biomedical/Biotechnology  Research  Facility,  which 
will  provide  resources  to  enable  NCCU  faculty  and 
students  to  compete  for  significant  research  grants  in 
the  areas  related  to  health  concerns  in  chemistry  and 
biology.  The  construction  contract  and  related  costs 
total  approximately  $12.2  million. 


The  spring  of  1997  saw  groundbreaking  for 
the  new  School  of  Education  building,  with  budgeted 
construction  costs  of  more  than  $16  million. 

A  new  residential  facility  is  being  built  on 
Lawson  Street  just  to  the  west  of  the  existing  Chidley 
Hall  at  a  construction  cost  of  just  under  $15  million. 

Renovations  and  repairs  were  underway  in 
many  campus  buildings  during  the  year. 
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NCCU'S  RECORD  SETTING 
BLOOD  DRIVES 


African  Americans  make  up  about  12  percent 
of  thie  United  States  population,  but  donate  less  than 
1  percent  of  the  blood  supply.  One  in  every  400 
African  Americans  is  born  with  Sickle  Cell  Disease, 
and  on  average  each  w/ill  require  50  blood 
transfusions  over  a  lifetime.  North  Carolina  Central 


The  goal  for  the  NCCU  Spring  1997  blood 
drive  was  to  collect  500  pints.  The  theoretical 
framework  for  planning  the  drive  was  Diffusion  of 
Innovations  model.  NCCU  students  and  faculty 
formed  a  planning  team  which  involved  four 
subcommittees.  The  Recruitment  Committee's  main 


University  has  made  a  mark  in  the  community  by 
hosting  highly  successful  annual  blood  drives.  Since 
1994,  NCCU  blood  drives  have  reached  levels 
beyond  most  observers'  expectations. 

Successful  outcomes  assure  blood 
transfusions  for  people  who  may  not  be  able  to 
survive  without  them.  It  is  important  to  stress  that 
African  Americans  with  diseases  like  Sickle  Cell 
Anemia  do  better  when  their  blood  transfusions  come 
from  other  African  Americans. 


role  was  to  identify  campus  leaders  who  could 
mediate  messages  about  the  importance  of  donating. 
The  committee  also  called  previous  blood  donors  to 
remind  them  of  the  dates,  times,  places,  of  the  drive. 
Even  on  the  day  of  the  drive  the  recruiters  solicited 
support  all  across  campus.  The  drives  are  held  in  the 
Alfonso  Elder  Student  Union. 

The  Media  Committee  publicized  the  blood 
drive  on  local  and  campus  radio  stations,  as  well  as  in 
local  newspapers.  Posters  and  public  service 
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announcements  were  developed  by  this  committee. 

The  Media  Committee  used  many  different 
methods  to  get  the  message  out  about  the 
importance  of  blood  donations.  The  Incentives 
Committee  was  responsible  for  obtaining  foods,  gifts, 
and  other  promotional  items.  These  small  tokens 
were  given  to  donors  as  an  expression  of  appreciation 
for  their  generosity.  This  committee  also  arranged  for 
adequate  nourishment  during  the  drive.  The  Student 
Organization  and  Volunteer  Committee  enabled 
students  to  earn  community  service  learning  hours 
for  donating  blood,  recruiting  other  students  to 
donate  and  writing  about  their  experiences.
